It is estimated that the Kansas 
wheat crop this year will amount to 
100,000,000 bushels. This is many 
million bushels more than last year 's 
crop, which was the largest in the his- 
tory of the State. The State Employ- 
ment Bureau estimates that 15,ooo 
men from other States will be needed 
to help harvest the crop. 

Since the first of January, 1901, there 
have been .something over 1,200 regis- 
tered Herefords sold at auction in the 
Cnited States. It seonslwrdly possi- 
ble that enough buyen could find 
time to attend these sales and take 
this number at cattle at fair prices, 
but they seem to have done so with- 
out mudi trouble. The tot :;1 receipts 
from the sales amount to about $2t»o,- 
000 or an average price of approxi- 
mately $240 for each animal sold. 

The North Carolina experiment sta- 
tion has discovered that the flavor of 
eggs is determined by the feed. After 
giving the henaehc^ved onioiis for 
two weeks the eggs become so disa- 
greeable in flavor that they could not 
be used. 'Wheat shorts, cottonseed 
meal and skimmed milk increased the 
number of eggs laid, but the eggs had 
a disagreeable flavor. Cracked corn 
and corn dough resulted in fewer eggs, 
i)ut larger ones and of better flavor. 

The following ten fwta should be 
borne in mind by tobacco growers:— 
That tobacco must have good size to 
command good prices. Tliat poor 
land or poor cultivation makes short 
tobacco- That lugs and all kinds of 
defective leaves sell low. That it re- 
quires go(Kl land and good cultivation 
to get good size. That it requires 
good leaves and proper firing and 
handlin;,'to make fine finished tobac- 
co. That a common crop, raised and 
handled in a haphazard way, never 
pays for raising. That a small crop 
of good to fine, well flnislied, pays 
much better than a large crop of com- 
mon. That a huge majority of coun- 
tries using our tobacco want dark col- 
on. That good sound leaves, nicely 
cured and of good siae, alwi^a p^y the 
planter a profit. .

A Swedish army otTicer has patented 
an air torpedo of a construction here- 
tofore unknown, and received a prov- 
ernment subuidy for exploiting it, ac- 
cording to a coouavnicatkMi to the 
state departnwnt from Conaai Gen- 
eral Guentlier, at Frankfort, Ger- 
many. Accordinfr to the patent speci- 
fications, the motion of the projectile 
is caused e.vclusively by a force which 
is developed in the torpedo little by 
little from if,'iiition of a -fas f,'enerated 
from slowly huniin-,' material. The 
pressure of the pas jTradually becom- 
ing' stronfrcr, propels the torjMjdo by 
the arranf^eniont which allows the gas 
to escape. Once iu motion, the tor- 
pedo i ne wasta ita s]>oed in accord- 
anee with the aaaount of gas pressure. 
The eharga may conaiat mi mmj ex- 
ptoaire. prorided the same ia l|ndted 
only by shocks or blows. The initial 
velocity need be but slight, as the tor- 
pedo is impelled by its own force. 
Thus the discharge from the torpedo 
gun construct-ed for the purpose occa- 
sions no report or recoil and but little 
pressure, making the handling of the 
device perfectly safe. At the trials 
made so far, the torpedoes are report- 
ed to hmrm ttavwaiid a diatanae of 
I6JOW feet.

I like 
to kill the large, fat hog for lard, 
and the greater part of him gets iu 
the lard cask. I doa't hesitate a 
minute to eat up a great deal of the 
lean meat of the heavy hogs for sau- 
sage. The shoulders of the large ho^ 
are trimmed as small as the joints 
will let me. All t!ie seraps possible 
are trimined from tlie hams, even the 
skin ami fat taken from them juid 
rendered, and tliey are ready for Im- 
mediate tise.
